• Career or career conditional employees and permanent Title 38 employees of the Portland VA Medical Center 

eligible under the interchange Agreement.  Included are permanent employees of the Willamette National 
Cemetery, Regional Office, Veterans Outreach Center and Veteran’s Canteen.

MAJOR DUTIES:

As Chief, Orthopedics Section, incumbent is accountable to the Chief, Surgical Service, for assuring the most effective 
delivery of care in Orthopedics surgery while meeting and exceeding compliance standards.  Participates in and/or 
manages all aspects of an orthopedic surgery program, to include clinical, administrative, academic, and research 
components.  Manages patient care workload within available staffing, which includes physicians, consultant and 
attendings, physician assistants/nurse practitioners, and residents.  Is responsible for the structure and details of 
physician-rounding schedules, and nighttime coverage systems relevant to the care of the surgical patient.  Performs the 
administrative components of patient care management, such as: provides dictation of progress notes, OP reports, 
discharge summaries, signatures, and consultation referrals for inpatients and outpatients, etc.  Provides surgical 
treatment for patients with musculoskeletal injuries and diseases.  Provides weekly amputee clinic support.  Supervises 
and trains physician assistants, residents, and medical student trainees 

THIS POSITION IS EXCLUDED FROM THE BARGAINING UNIT 
QUALIFICATION REQUIREMENTS:

• Must be a citizen of the United States. 
• Must be a licensed Physician with relevant work experience. 
• Must be board-certified or board eligible in Orthopedic Surgery through the American Board of Orthopedic Surgery. 

CONDITIONS OF EMPLOYMENT:
Although the duty station is shown in this announcement, it may be necessary to utilize the selected person's services at 
a different location within the Portland VA Medical Center commuting area if conditions require it in the future 
Eligible employees may be non-competitively reassigned to fill this position as an exception to merit promotion. 
Under Executive Order 11935, only United States citizens and nationals (residents of American Samoa and Swains 
Island) may compete for civil service jobs.  Agencies are permitted to hire noncitizens only in very limited circumstances 
where there are no qualified citizens available for the position. 
All information submitted to this VA Medical Center is subject to verification by VetPro. 
A security clearance and a favorable suitability determination are required.  Misconduct in prior employment, criminal, 
dishonest or disgraceful conduct, habitual use of intoxicating beverages, abuse of narcotics, drugs or other controlled 
substances, or reasonable doubt of loyalty to the United States are examples of reasons an offer of employment may 
be denied.
